MOSCOW, Aug. 17—With more 


than half of her journey hebind 
her, the Graf Zeppelin at dawn 
today was soaring gallantly over 
the Steppes of Siberia 
on 
her 


trail-blazing flight from Fried- 
richshafen to Tokio. 


Last reports of her progress re- 


ceived here indicated that the 
huge air liner had already 
cov- 


ered more than 3,300 miles since 
leaving- her home hangar on the 
second leg 
of 
her 
round-the- 


world flight. 
Shortly before midnight, Central 


European time, (7:00 p. m. Friday 
Eastern Daylight time), the Zeppelin 
gave her position as 80 degrees east 
longitude, 62 degrees north latitude. 


At that time she was about 800 


miles northeast of Taia, Siberia, and 
about 1,000 miles east of the Ural 
Mountains. 


The 22 passengers and 41 of the 


crew of the airship are now encoun- 
;ering the coldest part of the Graf's 
journey. At its last reported position 
the Graf was more northerly than at 
any time on her flight so far.

an average speed of more than 70 
miles an hour, judging from reports 
of her progress.

The simplest statement of the me- 
chanical action exerted by tidal in- 
fluences is that the waters on the 
side of the earth next to the moon, 
being nearer to the moon, are drawn 
away'from the rigid earth, while on 
the earth's opposite side, the moon 
exertlnp a stronger attraction upon 
Lhc solid earth than upon the more 
remote waters, is therefore drawn 
away from those more remote waters, 
thus causing two opposite tid.il wnvcs.
